tion of doctrine. When the doctrines 
were understood in a stronger sense 
here they made themselves apparent in 
symbolism. Modern education impresses 
nothing more carefully than the truth 
that there are no phenomena. All are 
par.s of one grand whole. Sv, instead 
of using hard terms about this move- 
ment, we shall find that it is obeying a 
uniform law, which we should seek to 
learn and modify, even as God has al- 
lowed us to modify natural laws. Ritual- 
ism is running parallel with a like move- 
ment in secular philosophy—and acced- 
ing to the same law, is a reaction from a 
previous philosophy which spirituglized 
everything out of existence and disputed 


philosophy of to-day is reassert- 
ing the authority of con- 
sciousness and pushing towards material- 
ism. So, from the mysticism of the last 
century, that is, thé tendency to do away 
with all externals and center everything 
in the spirit within, has arisen the eccle- 
siastical school which is reasserting the 
importance of externals as protecting the 
underlying truth; and by a destiny as in- 
evitable as that of the school it succeeds, 
is fated to magnify the external to the 
neglect of the spiritual. The great mys- 
tics of the past were pure and holy in life 
and would never have Countenanced the 
views of their successors, some of whom 
have declared that if a man was convert- 
ed, the sacraments of Christ Himself were 
of no use. Such men as Keble and Pu- 
sey would never have countenanced the 
excesses of their followers. The ex- 
treme instances of both schools have been 


selected; for what disturbs the public 


mind are the novelties of extremists. 
The first made the holy communion a 
mere triendly meal, a mere form. 
The last placesit at aheight to which 
we ascend only through gi naflexions and 
prostrations, The new movement has 
taught the church revezence, and has 
made the sacramental celebrations the 
highest form of worship; but it will re- 
quire the strong aim of intelligent legisla- 
tion to restruin zealots from tending to 
idolatry. Ritualism is a relative term. 
Every one has his own test by which to 
judge it, and in many instances the ab- 
horence of ritualism is based upon 
grounds which are untenable, and are 
found among the von-essentiais and acci- 
dents of worship. Forms and ceremon- 
ies are nothing except as they shadow 
forth dectrine. | 

The country has been informed of the 
vast combustions which were to disor- 
ganize the church, and yet, when the 
spokesman from the commitiee on 
canons;came before the last graces! con- 
vention, he said that they had found that 
of the twenty-eight hundred churches of 
our communion in this country; only 
ritualisti:, yet 
the popular’ instinct is correct, 
although it, errs when it specifies. It 
feels the powerful spirit stirring within 
the church, and uncertain as to the limits 
and potentialities of this new force, the 
anxiety is great for the safety of the 
faith, and trom close watching some 
things unessential are marked down as 
threatening. Though the popular voice 
is wrong in the particulars it denounces, 
still it means by these denunciations that 
there are forces at work wuich it calls 
ritualism, and that it is ‘doubtful where- 
unto this will grow.” But lei there ®e @ 
return of confidence, for the limits of 
this power are understood. It is the in- 
tention of those who legislaie fer the 
church to make this force do God's work 
in God’s way. There are those who 
would cut off at a blow all who differ 
with them, so as to produce unanimity. 
This is sectarianism. We need all these 
forces. We cannot do without men of 
contlieting views. Itis the intention of 
the church to give as much latitude as is 
compatible with her existence. 

Some, like the priestsin the text, may 
‘doubt whereunto this will grow,” but 
when we see this spirit sending men into 
their work with redoubled energy, when 
we see missions and hospitals penetrat- 
ing great cities, women at work among 
the poor and at home amid suffering, it 
is no longer doubtful whereunto this will 


grow. 

Stand still , therefore, and see the sal- 
vation of God, forthe chureh is under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. She is at 
work spreading the gospel and will never 
beintolerant to any class whom she be- 
lieves loves the Lord Jesus. Her prayer 
is that she may be so sanctified and gov- 
erned by the mighty power of the Holy 
Ghost, that the comfortable gospel of 
Christ may be truly preached, truly re- 
ceived, and truly followed in all places, 
to the breaking down of the kingdom of 
sin, Satan and death, till at length the 
whole of the dispersed sheep, being 
gathered into one fold, shall become par- 
takers of everlasting life; through the 
mone apd death of Jesus Christ, our
